The addition of such powerful 
solvents to hair washes originated in Paris, where several fatal 
ties were reported. Their use spread to London and was the 
subject of consideration by a special committee who reported on 
the dangers attending the application of such liquids to the 
human scalp, apart altogether from the risk of explosions attend- 
ing their use in rooms where naked lights are exposed. Phar- 
macists should be quick to point out the dangerous character 
of these compounds, In one case reported death was caused by 
the inhalation of the vapors of a hair wash, the principal in- 
was CCl.

Irom the foregoing very sketehy account of the present de 
velopment of assay methods for important drugs, it is evident 
that much remains yet to be done, The endeavor of the past 
has been to utilize scientific principles so as to secure practical 
results at onee dependable and sutherently exact to meet phar 
aceutical requirements, by means of processes that are rapid 
and as simple and direet: as posstble Vhe ideal sought is a 
process which will separate in a condition of approximate purity 
the active constituent of the drug, but such an ideal is obviously 
not consistent with the practieal requirement for rapid, stnple 
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processes which can be reduced to a fixed routine The pos 
sible presence of sophistications which will lead to a false con 
clusion must of course be kept ino mind, but detection of such 
frands mist be left to the intelligence and alertness of the in 
dividual 

One desideratum is untflormity in the standards tixed by the 
several authorities Phat there should exist at present) serious 
diserepaneies in this regard is only what could: be expected, but 
the existence of detinite standards will shortly lead to the har 
monizing of such discrepancies by the action of imternational 
conferences,

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COLORS, ODORS AND FLAVORS IN PHARMACY.' 
By W. GarrsIDE. 

One of the most extensively used colors is red, in its various 
shades, and, provided that it is to be used in a neutral or an 
alkaline medium, there is no better means of obtaining this color 
than by an ammoniacal solution of carmin. I have found excel- 
lent the following formula:

Mix the water and the ammonia, triturate with the carmin, 
and heat gently on a water bath until the liquid has only a faint 
smeil of ammonia. Cool, filter, add glycerin, and sufficient water 
to make 1,000. 

With this solution one can obtain anything from a most deli- 
cate coral-pink to a deep blood-red, and the quantity required is 
surprisingly small. A trace of acid, however, completely ruins 
this color. For acid preparations I recommend a tincture of 
cudbear, prepared as follows:

Brown is generally best obtained by a solution of ordinary 
caramel, Spirituous preparations, such as bay rum, precipitate 
a portion of the caramel, but sufficient is dissolved to produce a 
fine color.

Another good yellow is obtained from turmeric. If the prepara- 
tion to be colored is a fairly spirituous one, it will be sufficient 
to macerate a little powdered turmeric in it, but if it is an 
aqueous preparation, then it will be necessary to prepare a tinc- 
ture of turmeric. Two ounces of good turmeric percolated to 
a pint with alcohol will be found to give a useful preparation. 
Blue is a color I have rarely required, but on those few occa- 


sions I have found a solution of indigo-carmin to answer capi- 


tally. In practice I have found the foregoing colors all that I 
required. By suitable admixture of these solutions I can obtain 
almest any color or shade of color I desire. Thus by blending 
tincture of saffron or tincture of turmeric with solution of in- 
digo-carmin in suitable proportions I can obtain any desired 
shade of green. Purple I obtain by combining solution of indigo- 
carmin with tincture of cudbear, while a suitable proportion of 
caramel with liquid annatto gives an excellent color for syrup of 
raspberries. 


Odors. 


As to odors I must confess that when I came to wiite this 
out I found that it was a somewhat difficult matter to treat the 
odor of a preparation as a separate item. In the majority of 
our preparations the odor and flavor are so closely related and 
interdependent that they cannot be separated. Consequently I 
propose to run this portion of my subject and the next, that of 
flavors, together. The primary object in using a flavor is to 
make the preparation more acceptable to the palate. The first 
essential is that the flavor must be pleasant in itself, and it must 
not offend the palate; and, secondly, it must have no appreciable

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therapeutic effect. Thirdly, it must be capable of being thor- 
oughly mixed and remaining mixed with whatever preparation 
it is used in. Perhaps the most universally sold and most widely 
varying preparation in a pharmacy is codliver oil emulsion. 
Many and varied are the flavors of the preparation sold under 
this name. An excellent flavor is made up of:

Elixir saccharini of the Codex is, perhaps, the finest sweetening 
agent for this preparation. 

Petroleum emulsion, though not so popular as that of cod- 
liver oil, has now a very large sale. Inasmuch as there is no 
nauseous oil to be overpowered, this will take a more delicate 
flavor than the preceding emulsion, and to my palate there is 
nothing better than vanilla, slightly fortified with almond and a 
trace of cassia.

Black Currant Syrup. 

Black Currant Syrup is a very widely used preparation, and 
it is easily made. Pick and clean the fruit, place in pan, and 
add sufficient water to just cover the fruit. Bring slowly to the 
boil, crushing the fruit with a wooden spoon. When thoroughly 
crushed, strain through fine cheesecloth. Add 1% pounds of sugar 
to each pint [20 0z.] of juice. If the finished syrup is raised to 
boiling point, immediately run into suitable sized bottles, and 
sealed up while hot it will keep almost indefinitely without any 
risk of fermentation or mould, If considered more desirable, a 
little alcohol may be added in place of bottling while hot. Red- 
currant, strawberry, blackberry, raspberry, and mulberry syrups 
may be prepared in precisely the same manner.

Another adhesive compound that hardens to a horn like film 
when dry is made by beating up two ounces of wheat flour 
to a thick cream with cold water, and adding one half ounce of 
glue that has been soaked in water over night, and boiling until 
the mixture thickens from the cooking of the flour; remove 
from the fire and stir in one half ounce of waterglass (sodium 
silicate ). 


“Vin. Iodine Comp.”—D. G. M.—We regret our inability 
to give you the formula of a compound bearing the name “vin 
iodine comp.,” the nearest thing to it that we can recall being the 
phosphatic iodotannic wine of the French Codex, having the fol- 
lowing composition:

Dissolve the iodine and the tannin in the alcohol and mix 


with the wine, in which has previously been dissolved the cal- 
cium phosphate; add the syrup and mix. Let the mixture rest 
for three days, and filter. 


“Dermatacious Earth” and “Couline.”—D. L. asks us to 
inform him where he can purchase ‘“‘Dermatacious Earth, com- 
monly called Couline.” 

If the article is given its proper name it may be purchased 
through any firm of wholesale druggists. Ask for it under its 
pharmacopeeial title of Kaolin, or call it diatomaceous earth if 
you must give it a botanical name which does not belong to the 
particular aluminum silicate designated by the term kaolin. As 
a matter of fact diatomaceous earth and kaolin, which are the 
terms our querist evidently intended to use, are two distinct 
substances. 


Adulteration of Squills.—Karl Dictcrich, in the Pharma- 
zeutische Zentralhalle for November 25, 1909, reports receiving 
from a firm in Leipsic a consignment of 20.5 kilogrammes of 
squill bulbs which contained not only the gritty contamination 
so frequently found, but an actual kilogramme of various sized 
stones. Such an adulteration must be particularly guarded 
against if the bulbs are to be cut up in a machine, which could 
easily be ruined by an attempt to grind up stones. 


Eucapren is the name applied to a 1 in 5,000 solution of 
suprarenalin, containing 1 percent. of betaeucaine lactate. It is 
used as an astringent and as a local anesthetic. 


Verobromal is a compound of a bromide salt with veronal, 
which is recommended for use as a somnifacient. It is made 
and marketed by Leo & J. Egger, Budapest. 


Oil of Calomel for Intramuscular Injections may be pre- 
pared, according to Boileau (Bull. de la Soc. de pharm. de 
Bordeaux, November, 1909, through Répertoire de Pharmacie, 
No. 1, 1910) in the following manner: An excipient is prepared 
by mixing 3 parts of liquid petrolatum with 7 parts of anhydrous 
wool fat. To make 100 Cc., 40 Gm. of calomel are incorporated 
with 86.65 Gm. of this excipient. The calomel used should be 
attained by sublimation or precipitation, and should be washed 
with boiling water, alcohol, and finally ether before it is mixed 
with the oil. The preparation may be sterilized by heating to 
a temperature of 120 to 130 degrees, if the precaution is taken 
to shake the flask while cooling until it has reached a tempera- 
ture of about 30 degrees. It may be put up in tubes of 5, 10 
or more Cc. 


A New Reaction of Uric Acid.—The reaction described 
by Ganasini (Boll. chim. farm. xlvii, p. 715, 1908, through Les 
Nouveaux remédes, p. 451, 1909) depends upon the characteristic 
bluish yellow color which is produced when zinc urate, precipi- 
tated by zinc sulphate, or the double urate of silver and magne- 
sium obtained by the Salkowski-Ludwig reagent, is treated, in 
the presence of a free alkali, with an oxidizing agent such as a 
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persulphate, -potassium ferric cyanide, a halogen, etc. The color 
disappears on acidification, the addition of an excess of alkali, 
or on boiling. The reaction is negative with the related purin 
bodies, such as xanthine, hypoxanthine, quassin, caffeine, theo- 
bromine, theophyline, heteroxanthine, paraxanthine, etc. Urea, 
alloxan, alloxanthine, allantoin, creatin, creatinin, glycocol, tyro- 
sin, hippuric acid, nucleic acid also fail to react to this test. 
Albuminous substances do not affect the reaction, which will 
respond clearly in dilutions of one in one thousand, and it is 
therefore recommended in testing for uric acid and the urates 
in urine, sediments, tissues or blood. 


The Contamination of Filter Paper.—It is very important 
in certain chemical estimations to make use of filter paper which 
has been carefully protected from contamination by vapors of 
the laboratory, which the paper is very apt to absorb. Mallinck- 
rodt and Stull (Jour. de Pharm. Anvers, 1909, p. 830, through 
Jour. Suisse de chim. et pharm., 1910, No. 1) have observed 
that filter paper not so protected may contain substances which 
are very likely to interfere with delicate estimations of acid 
or alkali, notably the determination of the alkalinity of water. 
Among these products may be mentioned hydrochloric acid, am- 
monium chloride and ammonia. On the other hand it may con- 
tain certain nitrogenous compounds in sufficient quantity to set 
free scme of the iodine in solutions of iodides. They attribute 
the presence of the nitrogenous substances to the absorption of 
the nitrous vapors of the laboratory, and possibly to a process 
of nitrification by which the atmospheric oxygen and nitrogen 
are combined through the agency of the humidity and the poros- 
ity of the paper. 


A Characteristic Reaction of Strychnine, described by 
Paul Malaquin (Jour. de Pharm. et Chim., 1909, ii, p. 546, 
through Ap. Zt., No. 1, 1910) is said to be obtainable in dilu- 
tions of the salts of this alkaloid up to 1 in 100,000. The solu- 
tion used should not be stronger than 1 in 1,000. The test is 
carried out in the following manner: 1 Cc. of the strychnine 
solution is placed in a beaker with 1 Cc. of concentrated hydro- 
chloric acid and 1 Gm. of zinc chips which have previously 
been treated with nitric acid and thoroughly washed in dis- 
tilled water. This is allowed to stand at room temperature 
for two or three minutes and is then heated quickly to boiling, 
when the mixture is cooled by placing the beaker in water. 
In a second beaker, carefully dried, is placed, by means of a 
pipette, 2 Cc. of pure concentrated sulphuric acid, and the 
strychnine solution is floated upon this. At the zone of con- 
tact there forms, either immediately or after several minutes, 
a clear rose red ring, which spreads gradually until the whole 
fluid is tinted. The color is not destroyed by boiling, but dis- 
appears on the addition of a solution of potassium rhodanide 
(1 in 10). The solution is decolorized by heating with ammonia 
water, but the color returns on the addition of an excess of 
sulphuric acid. It is decolorized by bisulphite solution in excess 
but not by sodium sulphite. 

Oi the other known alkaloids, only veratrine gives a red 
color with concentrated sulphuric acid, but this changes on heat- 
ing Or in an excess of ammonia water to a dirty yellow. A 
great excess of ammonia water causes a precipitation and the 
appearance of a dark red color. Sulphuric acid in excess brings 
back the red. 

The process may be utilized for the detection of strychnine 
in granules in the following manner: A granule is dissolved 
in 5 Ce. of boiling water, two or three drops of a 33 percent. 
solution of potassium hydroxide are added and the mixture is 
well shaken. 5 Cc. of ether is then added and the whole is 
shaken vigorously. It is allowed to settle and then the ether 
is drawn off with a pipette and placed in a beaker which con- 
tains 1 Cc. of distilled water and three drops of hydrochloric 
acid. The alkaline solution is again extracted with ether, which 
is drawn off and added to the first in the beaker with the diluted 
acid. The ether is then evaporated on a moderately warm water 
bath, and the test is applied to the remaining solution in the 
manner described.

The Halphen Test for Cottonseed Oil.—The modification 
of the Halphen test for cottonseed oil, suggested by Garnier, 
has been studied by Rounet (Rep. de Pharm., 1909, p. 267) 
who comes to the conclusion that it is not as satisfactory as 
the original test of Halphen, which is carried out in the fol- 
lowing manner: 2 Cc. of the oil to be tested is placed in a 
tube with 2 Ce. of amyl alcohol and 2 Ce. of carbon disulphid 
containing one percent. of sulphur in solution. This is heated 
for an hour in a salt water bath which is kept at the boiling 
point. At the end of this time 1 Ce. more of the carbon disul- 
phid solution is added and the mixture is heated for thirty or 
forty minutes more. This procedure carried out with several 
specimens each containing five percent. of cottonseed oil, re- 
sulted in the development of a delicate rose tint which was 
accentuated in an hour’s time. 
two per cert. gave a clear rose-orange color. 
that a colormetric scale may be constructed by the use of oils 
of known strength which are subjected to the test, and that by 
the aid of such a scale it is possible to determine the percentage

A NATIONAL PHARMACEUTICAL SYLLABUS.* 


The first edition of the Pharmaceutical Syllabus recommended 
by the national committee representing the boards and schools 
of pharmacy of the United States, for the first syllabus period, 
August 1, 1910, to July 31, 1915, has just been published by 
the New York State Board of Pharmacy. 

It is a book of 146 pages, 8vo. cloth, copyrighted by the 
national committee in 1910 and issued in numbered official copies 
to the members of the boards of pharmacy and to the principal 
chairs in the pharmacy schcols of the United States. It was 
adopted at the January meeting of the State board, subject to 
amendment, for the syllabus period to be the guide of the board 
in testing the students from the schools of the State that matricu- 
late in the fall of 1910 and graduate in 1912 and subsequent 
years. The meaning and importance of the word syllabus as 
applied here needs to be clearly understood. The dictionaries 
make the word a synonym of compendium, abstract, epitome, 
brief. It is more than these in that it is a concise statement 
of a scheme of lessons. 
elementary and secondary schools of the State of New York 
appeared in Regents action as early as 1828. In 1880 the work 
hecomes “a summary of requirements.” The academic syllabus 
of 1891 affected 504 secondary schools in the State with 50,000 
students, passed through ten editions and established the five 
year syllabus period. The Pharmaceutical Syllabus following 
the same lines is unique in that it becomes of national as well 
as of State importance. Prepared with the view of indicating 
the general scope and character of the instruction to be given 
by the teacher and the work to be done by the student the 
Pharmaceutical Syllabus is not designed to interfere with such 
flexibility in courses of study and freedom in methods of in- 
struction as ought to exist, but to indicate subjects of study, to 
present outlines, experiments, definitions and. topical analyses. 

One of the principal functions of a board of pharmacy is 
to determine the fitness of applicants for the responsibilities of 
supplying the public with drugs and medicines. Nearly the sole 
junction of a college of pharmacy is to fit its students to assume 
such responsibilities. The colleges were the first in the field: 
then the States began to decide as to the fitness of those per- 
mitted to furnish drugs and medicines. In 1889 there were 
laws affecting the practice of pharmacy in forty-seven States; 
in 1909, ten years later, in fifty-two States. In 1889 there were 
eighteen States in which a diploma in pharmacy did not admit 
to practice, an examination being required in all cases; in 1909 
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there were forty-three. In 1889 the laws of twenty-two States 
required either a diploma or an examination, but in 1909 there 
were only seven States that permitted the alternative evidence. 
Where then shall we find the nexus to bind more closely the 
boards and colleges? In the syllabus—a scheme of lessons that 
covers the greund which the boards believe should be included 
in a pharmacist’s education and which the colleges can accept 
as the minimum preparation of their students for examination 
by the boards. 

A national syliabus has these advantages : 

1. It gives all the boards a uniform outline of the ground 
to be covered by their examinations—the hardships of necessary 
migrations are minimized. 

2. It gives examinees definite knowledge,of 
expected by the boards—students may forega 
requirements. % 

3. It gives the schools a minimum outline» 
be covered in the preparation of their stud 
exact higher scholastic requirements and develop’ Special fields. 

4. It leads to such uniformity of boards’ examinations that 
the indorsement of licenses earned on examination will become 
possible—the injustice to older practitioners is minimized. 

Through joint sessions and prolonged correspondence extend- 
ing over five years, the national committee adopted by decisive 
votes a detailed tentative assignment of hours for a minimum 
two vear course. Early in the work the wide discrepancies in 
the use of pharmaceutical terms by the dictionaries, in the an- 
nouncement of schools, and in the examinations set by State 
hoards, made formal definitions necessary. The definitions used 
in the outline received careful consideration from experts and 
from the committee; they were carefully revised and adopted 
by a large majority that from the study might spring proper 
definitions and a logical modern vocabulary. 

As illustrative of the importance of this work the definitions 
of three terms that necessarily appear in the pharmaceutical 
practice acts and the pure drugs laws might appropriately be 
quoted. 

“Drugs.—All substances used as medicines or in the prepara- 
tion of medicines. Drugs that have not been changed by manu- 
facture except by desiccation or commuinution are crude drugs.” 

“Medicine —A drug or preparation of drugs in suitable form 
for use as a curative or remedial substance.” 

“Pharmacology.—The science that treats of drugs and medi- 
cines; their nature, preparation, administration and effect.” 

Another important feature is the division of the subject into 
The historical sketch the attempt to group 
the subjects in four classes whieh later became three. It is of 
historical interest te note that this committee determining the 
instruction in the schools of a nation reach the same general 
classification as the originators of the first school in New York 
State nearly eighty years before—‘‘for the purpose of cultivating, 
improving and making known a knowledgé of pharmacy, its 
collateral branches of science, and the best modes of preparing 
the with in chemistry, 
materia medica, and the collateral sciences.” 

A third illustration of the importance of the work may be 
illustrated from the tables of doses where an attempt is made 
to reach concerted action in the assignment of the task for 
memorizing purposes. While one realizes the importance of af- 
fording accurate instruction in the schools, doubly important is 
the accuracy of instruction involving poisons—“the more highly 
poisonous the substance the narrower the margin, usually, be- 
tween the medicinal and the poisonous dose.” 

The committee apparently realizes the limitations of the work 
and the necessity for the issuance of the second edition when 
sufficient time has elapsed for a critical study of the work by 
the organizations affected, and it is stated that correspondence 
is in progress touching several modifications at its coming meet- 
ing in May including the development of certain portions, the 
limiting of others, the revision of certain definitions and the 
recasting of its form in certain portions.

The Value of Coal Tar Derivatives. 

Dr. Sajous said that the value of the coal tar derivatives 
greatly overbalance the danger atributed to them Phere are 
on record about twenty deaths claimed to be caused by thes« 
products, but very few, if any, where the drug was preserihbed 
under the supervision of a physician. The deaths cannot, there 
fore, be placed upon the synthetic remedial agents, but upon the 
manufacturers and those practicing self medication, 

Used as they are, mainly to relieve pain, @ more serious dan 
ger is in obscuring symptoms giving a clue to serious derange 
ments. The actual mitigation of pain is of great value, and 
especially so because this class of remedial agents does not leave 
cravings for the drug, as does opm, Also, when a patient has 
been using optim frequently, a sudden withdrawal sometimes 
causes a serious collapse, ‘The withdrawal of the coal tar prod 
ucts do not. 

Of the seventeen cases of poisoning reported by Dr, L. EF 
Kebler, six were cases where the drug was used in antipyretics, 
two as antiseptics. and perhaps all in self medication, 

Prof. Charles Hl. LaWall presented a paper reviewing ‘The 
Manufacture of Synthetic Compounds 

The Chemistry of the Suprarenal Gland was the subject: of 
the excellent and comprehensive contribution presented by Prof 
Charles IX, Vanderkleed. The suprarenal glands are a pair ot 
small organs located at the top of the kidneys In man they 
weigh about 6 Gm., in cattle about 10 Gm. ‘The physiologically 
active substance of the suprarenal gland gives similar reactions 
Many attempts were made to isolate the active principle, and 
several workers, notably Abel, Vonburth, Aldrich and Taka 
mine, have each added something to perfecting a suitable 
method and fixed the accepted empirical formula as CyllwNOs. 

Two important methods have been devised for the synthe 
sis of the principle, one patented by Bayer & Co, consists in 
treating pyrocatechin dialky! ethers with hippuryl chloride in 
the presence of a catalytic agent. ‘The resultingg compound is 
saponified and precipitated with ammonia and the latter com 
pound is reduced and produces dioxyphenyl- ethanol amine 

The second method, patented by Vanderkleed and ‘Turner, 
involves the production of a new series of compounds, which 
chemically are eyanhydrins of protocatechuic acid or its ethers

The resident membership on 
January 31, 1909, was stated as 452, the number of new mem- 
bers elected during 1909 was given as 53, and the number trans- 
ferred from non-resident membership to resident membership 
was set forth as 3, making a total membership of 508, from 
which there were deducted 53, of whom 43 were lost through 
resignation, 1 by expulsion, 3 by death and 6 by transfer to non- 
resident membership, leaving a resident membership on January 
31, 1910, of 455. The club’s non-resident membership was given 
as 225. The resident gain was set for as 3 and the non-resident 
gain as 7. 


Receiver Hopes to Continue Business of J. 
Jungmann. 


\Ithough maintaining that it still is solvent and able to meet 
all its obligatiofis in full with its immediately available assets, 
which it asserts are more than $70,000 in excess of its liabilities, 
the corporation of J. Jungmann, one of the most prominent 
concerns in New York City engaged in the retail drug 
business, with a chain of five stores, now is in the hands 
of a receiver, pending a decision by the United States 
District Court as to whether it should” be declared 
bankrupt or a going concern. The corporation’s — stores 
are at 1020 Third avenue, at 1 East Forty-second street, in the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company's building at 15 East 
Twenty-third street, at 428 Columbus avenue, and in the Hudson 
Terminal building at 50 Chureh street. It now is conceded that 
the stores in the Metropolitan Life and Hudson Terminal build- 
ings are not paying, because of the enormous rentals which they 
have to meet and their comparatively recent establishment in 
their respective neighborhoods, from which they have not yet 
obtained sufficient patronage, but it is generally admitted by the 
creditors that the three remaining stores are paying propositions 
which should not be disposed of at auction sale or otherwise, as 
they afford a big revenue to the corporation. 

The petition in involuntary bankruptcy was filed against the 
corporation, of which J. Jungmann is president and the holder of 
almost all of the outstanding stock, on Tuesday, February 15, 
in the United States District Court by four creditors. These 
creditors were H. G Klotz & Co., agents in the United States 
for Ed. Pinaud et Cie., of Paris, France, who claim $927; by E. 
Fougera & Co., whose claim involves $389; by the Dodge & Ol- 
cott Company, who claim $103, and by Max Belitzer, who claims 
$73. These petitioning creditors asserted that the corporation 
was insolvent and had made preferential transfers of property 
and payments, Judge Holt. to whom the petition was 
submitted, appointed Frederick W. Hinrichs, a lawyer, of 76 
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William street, receiver, with a bond of $15,000, upon the appli- 
cation of Henry Hoelljes, who represented the petitioning cred- 
‘tors. These creditors also furnished a bond for $300.

Cobb wants the sale rescinded, or Liggett ordered to transtet 
o the United Drug Company all of the common. stock of the 
lous K. Liggett Company which he has recently formed 

An order of notice was issued by Judge Loring returnable 
lriday 

Cobb owns 500 shares of the common stock of the United 
Drug Company, He declares that the securities of the five drug 
concerns were delivered to Liggett by the United Drug Com 
pany in exchange for Liggett’s note and that Liggett then formed 
the Louis K. Liggett Company, with capital of $2,500,000, of 
which $1,000,000 is common stock, and exchanged the stocks ot 
the five drug compames for notes and the entire common stock 
of the Louis K. Liggett Company. 

The plaintiff claims Liggett, while president, director and 
general manager of the United Drug Company, realized as a 
profit: for himself the entire common stock of the Louis K, Lig

president, and which owns four stores in Baltimore, has put. its 
stock into the hands of a holding company. This is in effect the 
report published here last week, and which was virtually con 
firmed by W. J. Smith, general manager of the Baltimore stores, 
which are bemg conducted under the name of Williamson & 
Watts. Mr. Liggett is also the president of the holding com 
pany which was formed in Boston, and the policy of turning 
over the United Drug Company stock to the holding company, 
it is said, will assure independent drug dispensaries in Baltimore 
and other astern cities, which will compete with any trust that 


may seek a monopoly of the drug business 


The United Drug Company to Fight the Trust. 

It is the hope of the United Drug Company men that other 
independents with an established trade will join with them = in 
the holding company, and thus fight the trust at every step, rely 
ing upon the public to stand by them as against the combine, 
Vhough Mr. Smith declined to talk for publication, deeming it 
best that all statements concerning the policy of his company 
should come from George M, Gates, of New York, he is reported 
to have expressed the hope that practically all of the more than 
350 retail drug stores in this city would be willing to join hands 
and resist the threatened absorption by the trust. 

Mr. Cobb, of the United Cigar Stores Company. 

It was stated here that John A. Cobb is responsible for the 
United Cigar Stores Company's plan of acquiring drug stores in 
all parts of the East, the plan being not so much an effort to 
control the retail trade as to find profitable use for the surplus

heen established. 

The Williamson & Watts stores are at Eutaw and Baltimore 
streets, at Hloward and Franklin. streets, at 17> West Lexing- 
ton street, and at Lexington and Eutaw streets, All are excel- 
lent locations and appear to be profitable.

The wholesalers and manufacturers were aware that 
these buying combinations of retail druggists were not to their 
best interests and tried to ignore them at first, but were obliged 
to recognize them after a while, The Drug Merchants’ Ex 
change has about reached its capacity and there is prospect. of 
giving it a larger field soon. 

The U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda. 

A well known city retailer, who appears to have no special 
interest in the success of the propaganda work, reports that 
with the publication of the syllabus of the National Formulary 
but a few days ago, he is getting fully 15 percent. of his pre 
scriptions from that source, as the physicians find it convenient 
and are in favor of anything that will cut out the patent medi 
cine, much as some of them have used it. On the other hand, 
a representative of the manufacturing and proprietary side of 
the case says that the formul a dead letter from the start,

City druggists have been much annoyed of late by the ap 
pearance of a lot of apparent prescriptions for cocaine. Some 
of them were wise enough to refuse to furnish the drug, but 
others, mostly clerks, filled them, even where there would be a 
large number of them in the name of a single doctor. It was 
plain enough that they were forged, but the clerks paid no atten 
tion to that sometimes. At length the police got hold of the 
matter and arrested Horace Reed, an old offender in the use as 
well as distribution of cocaine, also several clerks who had sold 
eon what were well known to be forged prescriptions, Reed was 
held for the grand jury, but the judge discharged the clerks 
after giving them a severe lecture, A well known east side drug- 
gist said lately that when he had reason. to suspect that the 
cocaine preseriptions that came in were not genuine he refused 
to fill them. [tis hoped that the traffic has been shut off mainly 
for a while.

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A NEW PHARMACY BILL FOR MARYLAND. 





Annual Registration of Drug Stores—The Arsenic King—Fined 
in the Federal Court. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
Baltimore, February 23.—There has been introduced in’ the 
Maryland Legislature a stringent pharmacy law, a bill) which 
provides that druggists and assistants must undergo an examina- 
tion before the State Board, the former paying a fee of $10 
and the latter one of $5. To get a certificate of registration a 
pharmacist must have had four years of continuous practical 
expertence and be not less than twenty-one years old. Assist- 
ants must have had two years of practical experience and be not 
less than oghteen vears old. No pharmacy shall be left) in 


charge of any but a registered 


pharmacist, and drug stores are 
not to be conducted except under the certificates of the actual 
owners. ‘The laxness of the present statute has been taken 
advantage of to put in charge of stores owned by laymen regis- 
tered druggists) whose certificates are shown as those of persons 
actuaily in charge. The new measure puts an end to this 
practice by requiring that the owner shall be a competent 
pharmacist. 

It is further provided that each registered pharmacist and 
assistant shall appear annually before the Board of Pharmacy 
and give information as to the ownership of drug stores, the 
number of qualified pharmacists and assistants employed, and 
other details. This is intended to enable the board to keep 
track of ownership and exercise a more thorough supervision 
than ts now possible. An annual registration fee of $1 is. to 
he charged 

\s onrgmally drawn, the Inll seemed to be retroaetive, mak 
ing it compulsory for every druggist, no matter how long he 
has been in business, to undergo an examination and pay a fee 
of $10.) Drageists were consequently much exercised and prep 
arations were bemg made to reorganize a vigorous opposition 
It is explained by the framers of the measure, however, that 
this was an oversight, which was corrected as soon as attention 
had heen called toeit, and that the bill in its amended form does 
not disturb the position of pharmacists of established reputation 
and who were in business prior to the enactment of the pro 
posed Jaw. It apphtes to all persons, however, who desire to be 
registered after the passage of the measure, and is designed to 
put pharmacy in Maryland upon a more definite and permanent 
basis than ever before. Ht aims to eliminate incompetency and 
to keep out irresponstbhle persons, who would take refuge behind 
the attainments of others to conduct the business. The ad 
voeates of the measure maintain that it will strongly commend 
itself to the approval of the pharmacists as a body when its 
provisions are correctly understeod

As far as it is pos 
sible to learn the truth about a matter that is conducted by such 
distinctly underground methods, the plan to acquire the big 
stores has fallen through and the scheme to buy a chain of 
sinall stores is largely imaginative,

PHYSIOLOGICAL ASSAY BEFORE THE CHICAGO 
BRANCH. 


Draft of New Pharmacy Bill—No Deviation from U. S. P 
Standards Permitted. 


Chicago, February 17.—The February meeting of the Chi 
cago Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association was 
held at the Northwestern University Building on Tuesday even- 
ing, February 15. Dr. Bernard Fantus, of the College of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons of the University of Illinois, read a paper 


on the “Physiological Assay of Digitalis” and gave a demon 
stration ofthe technique, using frogs injected with measured 
quantities of the official infusion, THe found that the official in- 
fusion kept very well. He said that there was no need for a 
Hluidextract, as the tineture was sufficiently concentrated, In 
fact, the infusion was the best form in which to use digitalis, 
and this should be made from the leaf direct. 

J. H. Wells, chairman of the committee on legislation of the 
Hlinois Pharmaceutical Association, presented the draft of a 
measure which had been proposed to replace the present phar 
macy law The more important features of the bill are given 
below: The sale of intoxicants as a beverage is prohibited, a 
drug store experience of five years is required, and also attend- 
ance on a systematic course of instruction.

Condition of Trade. 
New York, February 26, 1010 

The drug market for the period under review has been very 
quiet, a fact the significance of which is not very clear, The 
oecurrence of two holidays in the shortest month of the year is 
no doubt a factor in the situation, The unanimous. testimony 
from almost every section of the country goes to indicate a gen 
eral condition of prosperity and the total volume of trade is ap 
parently about up to the normal, though the market is lacking 
in speculative interest. A notable exception to the general re 
ports of prosperity comes from Philadelphia, where the car 
strikes have almost paralyzed the local trade, Retailers there say 
their sales have fallen off fifty percent., the losses being particu 
larly great to the commercial centres. In the Kensington sec 
tion the local stores are also suffering and anticipate further 
losses as the result of the disturbanee of economic conditions on 
account of the sympathetic strike which is under discussion 
lhere seems to have come a lull in the general upward tendency 
of the market and for the first time in months the more impor 
tant changes have been toward a lower level of prices, The 
opium market still continues dull and holders begin to show 
some signs of weakness, there having been a further recession 
in price during the past fortnight. ‘Phe American staples are for 
the most part dull and several of them, including peppermint oil, 
have weakened somewhat under the lack of Kuropean orders, Not 
wegian codliver oil has attracted a great deal of attention, cablk 
reports indicating a condition ino the European market) which 
seemed to warrant a decided advance here. Some holders assert 
that very much higher prices must be obtained than are ruling 
here even now, as the conditions in Norway and the size of the 
stocks held in Hamburg and London indicate that there will be 
a pronounced searcity, Some of the drugs of lesser importance 
continue to attract attention on account of their scarcity and 
the consequent high price demanded by holders of such supplies 
as are still left in the market. In this category are kava kava 
and damiana, The majority of the changes which have occurred 
have been not very marked, the principal exceptions being in the 
case of Norwegian codliver oil, which has advanced, and balsam 
fir, which has declined in value.

The Classification of Scammony Resin. 


(rom our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, Pebruary 5. The Treasury Department tas 4 
sued a statement on the classification of resin for tari purposes 
addressed to a collector of customs in which it says in part: 

The United States Cireuit Court for the District of Massa 
chusetts, in United States vs. Martin CT. DD. 28145), held that 
scammony resin prepared from wim scammony or scamimony 
root, which was assessed with duty under paragraph 67 of the 
tariff act of July 24, 1807, as a medicinal preparation im the 
preparation of which aleohol was used, was properly dutiable un 
der paragraph 20 of the said act as a drug advanced in value or 
condition at the rate of one fourth of 1 cent per pound and to 
percent, ad valorem, the decision being based upon the finding 
of the Board of United States General Appraisers that the met 
chandise is used principally in the compounding of medicimal 
preparations and that it was not a medicine in its imported condi 
tion 

Paragraph 20 of the tariff act of August 5, 1009, Which cover 
drugs, barks, berries, ete, which are advanced in value or con 
dition provides that no article contaming alcohol, or in the prep 
aration of which aleohol is used, shall be classified with duty 
thereunder; and in view of the change in the law excluding this 
article from classification as a drug advanced in value or condi 
tion the department concurs in your opinion that scammony resin 
is dutiable, either directly or by similitude, as an alcoholic med 
cinal preparation at the rate of 55 cents per pound under para 
graph 65 of the tariff act of August 5, 1900, You are accordingly 
directed to assess duty upon this merchandise under paragraph 65
